Verdict Returned In 
U. S. Mail Fraud 
'Fixing' Case 

LOS ANGELES, Wednesday, 
May 8. (JP )—Appellate Justice 
Gavin W. Craig and Joseph Wein- 
blatt, attorney, today were con¬ 
victed by a federal court jury of 
conspiring to obstruct justice, and 
Mrs. Helen Werner, former Los 
Angeles political leader and co- 
defendant, was acquitted of the 
same charge. 

The jury of 12 men started its 
deliberations at 4:55 p. m. yes¬ 
terday. 

As the verdict was read, Mrs. 
| Werner, once known as "Queen 
Helen” in political circles and the 
wife of former City Attorney E»» 
win P. Werner, exclaimed: 

“Thank heavens, Pm vindi¬ 
cated.” 

Craig, a veteran appelate court 
justice, failed to show any sign 
of emotion when he heard the 
verdict. Weinblatt paled as the 
verdict was read. 

‘Fixing’ Charge 

All three of the defendants in 
the conspiracy trail had been ac¬ 
cused of attempting to “fix” the 
Italo mail fraud cases, although 
a previous charge specifically 
naming bribery as the crime, was 
dismissed. 

At a previous trial a Jury 
disagreed 6 to 6 on the ques¬ 
tion of conspiracy to obstruct 
justice. 

Weinblatt, the prosecution 
charged, introduced John McKeon, 
a defendant in the Italo Petro¬ 
leum mail fraud case, to Justice 
Craig, for the purpose of arrang¬ 
ing to obstruct justice by stopping 
prosecution. 

“I’m not guilty and I’m go¬ 
ing to fight this thing to the 
higher court,” Weinblatt de¬ 
clared after the virdict was 
read. 

Both Craig and Weinblatt were 
released after the reading of the 
verdict. They previously posted 
$5000 bail each. They are to ap¬ 
pear in court at 10 a. m. Friday 
when their attorneys will make 
a motion for a new trial. 

If the motion is denied, sen¬ 
tence may be passed at that time. 

U. S. Attorney Peirson M. Hall 
had no comment to make on the 
jury's verdict, but he did issue a 
statement in connection with re¬ 
ports there had been "jury tam- 
! pering" during the trial. 

“This office at no time had 
any suspicion of any wrong do¬ 
ing on the part of Mr. Richard 
Dakin, a member of the Jury, 
or any other Jurors. 

"Mr. Dakin's attorney volunta¬ 
rily came to this office and made

WHO STOLE THE PUMP? Mothers To ATTITUDE OF 
Laguna Landmark Is Missing PAPER IS 


LAGUNA BEACH. Wednesday, 
May 8.—The historic old pump, 
which was the source of the orig¬ 
inal Laguna Beach water works, 
has been stolen. According to 
Constable E. T. Cresse, police offi¬ 
cials have information which may 
lead to the arrest of certain par¬ 
ties unless this old landmark is re¬ 
stored to its original position. 

For ore than 50 years, some 
say, this relic of bygone days has 
stood the test of time and useful¬ 
ness in the Laguna canyon, just 
west of the lakes, where in the 
early days tired and weary trav¬ 
elers paused to prime and pump a 
cooling drink of water. 

Years ago, early residents re¬ 
call, regular trips were made up 
the canyon to fill up all their 
available containers. Police Chief 
Abe W. Johnson remembers when 
in the early days of Laguna he 
used to make regular trips up to 
this old pump with big milk cans. 


Other early settlers in this part of 
the county could tell stories by the 
hour of the real romance connect¬ 
ed with this squeaky old appa¬ 
ratus. 

It served a particularly worthy 
| cause during the construction of 
| the first Laguna canyon highway. 
Then it was the only source of 
water for men, horses, and con¬ 
struction work. 

The old pump continued to work 
up to the day of its disappearance.

down to business, but it seldom 
failed a thirsty customer. 

Now it is gone. Somebody stole 
it. Many who used it in the old 
days are up in arms about it.

Dictator Government 

The speaker recalled that the 
$24,000,000 recently voted for re¬ 
lief in California is required to be 
spent according to state laws, and !

money raised by the federal gov¬ 
ernment, it was necessaiy to have 
a "dictatorial government added 
to the normal set-up,” providing 
for complicated organizations to j 
administer relief.

own initiative. The more you give, 

; the more you are asked to give, 
and you are creating a state of 
pauperism which will ultimo tely 
become so widespread that it will 
mean national disintegration.” 

This state, furthermore, has the 
right in Jerome's opinion to pro¬ 
tect itself against hordes of tran- j 
sients. 

Jerome said he believes that 
“no government can provide the 
things we need. It is trite to say 
that government should be the 
servant and not the master, but it 
is true just so long as we jump 
from promise to promise, program 
to program, just that long will 
society be held in suspense, and be¬ 
cause of lack of confidence in the 
future refuse to help themselves.”

NEW YORK, (JP )—Newest of all 
the “lie detectors’’ is the electric | 
current of a few thousandths of 
a volt which flows in the skin, 
called the* psycho-galvanci reflex. 

While there are indications that 
body electric currents may some 
day be used to read thought, the 
currents now known are undeci¬ 
pherable when taken by them¬ 
selves. 

But in connection with other 
signs of emotion they have some 
meaning. For this reason Leo- 
narde Keeler, of the scientific 
crime detection laboratory, North¬ 
western university, has added the ] 
electrical instruments to his latest 
model "lie-detector.’’ 

Other Emotional Signals 
The other, better-known emo¬ 
tional signals which this detector 
registers are respiration, blood 
pressure and pulse. Professor 
Keeler insists that this instru¬ 
ment, which he calls the poly¬ 
graph, is not a "lie-detector.'' 

The riot of meanings flowing 
in a person's electrical skin cur¬ 
rents is described by Professor 
Louis William Max of New York 
university. These currents may 
be read by dipping two fingers 
in two cups, each containing an 
electrically conducting liquid. Or 
silver coins may be placed on palm : 
and back of the hand, with wires 
attached. The readings are either 
the voltage of current flowing nor¬ 
mally through the skin, or skin | 
resistance to the current. 

Relief Registers Too 
A sudden, loud question will 
show in a change of resistance. A 
bright light flashing on registers 
similarly. Even a deep sigh of 
relief shows in this skin current. 

The trouble at present is that 
a sign of innocence makes just 
as much electrical change as 
breath catching in guilt. 

The skin currents appear to he 
connected with the autonomic 
nervous system. This system con¬ 
trols the rising of the hair of the 
head in fear, goose flesh, digestive 
action, the endocrine glands, and 
the action of the smooth muscles 
such as force the blood along the 
veins. 

Therefore the psycho - galvanic 
current appears to indicate phys¬ 
ical, perhaps emotional conditions 
beyond the individual’s control.

I A! Wonder of wonders! California, it now seems, 
I has TWO United States senators. In addition to 
iiram W. Johnson, we learn with some amazement, there 
3 another one named William Gibbs McAdoo. 

Come to think about it, back in the summer of 1932 
f here was a person of that name running against Tallant 
Tubbs and Bob Shuler; must be he was elected. But, we’d 
oil forgotten! 

From time to time we'd seen notices in the papers 
about a William Gibbs McAdoo flying in his plane to Mex¬ 
ico City. We'd read about a William Gibbs McAdoo (the 
same one) being in Russia on a protracted jaunt. We’d 
read with more or less breathless interest bulletins about 
a William Gibbs McAdoo flitting around the Philippine 
islands. We’d known this William Gibbs McAdoo wasn’t 
in the halls of congress on those occasions. 

And many a one of us Californians had written letters 
addressed to Senator McAdoo, Washington, D.C., about 
California projects and California needs. Sometimes we 
received no answers at all. On other occasions, we got in 
return polite, yes, very polite, acknowledgements from a 
secretary that our valued communications had been re¬ 
ceived and would be called to the senator’s attention in 
due time. Or, maybe it was overdue time. 

A little investigation showed every advocate of local 
projects that Hiram Johnson was the man to go to. Sen¬ 
ator Johnson hails from Northern California and under 
the gentleman’s agreement supposed to govern such mat¬ 
ters is expected to look after north-of-Tehachapi under¬ 
takings while the junior member looks after those south 
of the ridge. But Johnson has been doing all the work. 
As a matter of fact, every PWA proposal in this state has 
passed over his desk.

The Associated Press in reporting the event evidently 
felt the momentous nature of the occasion for it observed, 
“He took the floor for one of his rare speeches!” Yes, rare 
as a Florida orange in Santa Ana! 

So, readers, that’s something, now isn’t it? Because, 
whether you like the Patman bill or not, and whether you 
like currency inflation or not, certainly we all can rejoice 
that California at last, like its neighbors, Nevada, Arizona 
and Oregon, now has two senators. 

A MONUMENT TO MARTIN 

A ROTARY CLUB speaker in closing a program devoted 
to the achievements of Glenn L. Martin yesterday 
made a suggestion that is worth the community’s con¬ 
sidering. That is, for Santa Ana to erect some sort of a 
statue or marker celebrating the great contributions to 
the aeronautical science and art which this one-time Santa 
Ana garage mechanic has made.

QUPJNG the anti-lynching de¬ 
bate, youngish Senator Black 
of Alabama thundered at season¬ 
ed Senator Costigan of Colorado. I 

"I understand that this bill, sen¬ 
ator, was written by a negro—the 
head of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People!" 

Senator Cositgan evaded an an¬ 
swer. 

But if Black had known it, he 
was looking—as he spoke—direct¬ 
ly at the negro to whom he re¬ 
ferred. He is Walter White, head 
of the N. A. A. C. P., and the I 
real author of the Costigan-Wag- | 
ner antl-lynching bill. He sat in | 
the senate gallery listening to 
Black. 

White conceived the bill two 
years ago, sold the Idea to Costi¬ 
gan and Wagner. Later he sold 
it to Mrs. Roosevelt and through 
her to the president. 

All during the anti-lynching fili¬ 
buster, White camped in Washing¬ 
ton, had frequent conferences with 
Mrs. Roosevelt, caused thousands 
of telegrams to be sent to senators 
fiom all over the country, played 
an important part in directing the 
fight from the side-lines. 

White is considered the most 
fearless leader of his race.
